but was not perceiv'd at the other End of the Houfe, 
in a Room on the fame Story with the Chambers. 
I ihould have thought, when it was felt fo near us, 
n*? about ifo Yards, oar Houlc, which I look upon 
a> very fulceptiblc of Impreffions, fo as to be fiiaken 
by the Winds, would have been affeded.: But if 
it had, 'tis hardly pofliblc but Tonic of the Family 
mud have percciv'd ir, considering the Parts they 
were in, and their being chiefly in a fitting Pofture. 
I conclude therefore it could not be very confide ra- 
ble here. I have endeavour'd to learn whether it 
extended any further to the South of us, but -can- 
not yet find it did. 

The Wind has been chiefly S. and S. W. for fome 
Months pad, much longer than is ufual at any Time 
of the Year,; and yet we luve h^d but a fmall

It was felt here at 40' after Neon. All the Houfes 
were violently fnaken ,efpecially thofe which are neareft 
to the River. I was fitting in my Study, which fronts 
the SW up one Pair of Stairs. I imagined that tome- 
thins; heavy had fallen down in the Room below me- 
The Servants, who happend to be diiperfed in fe- 
veral Rooms, each ot them thought one of the 
others had thrown down fome heavy Cheft or Ca- 
binet. A Maidservant, who happened to be pafs- 
ina from one of the under Offices to another, felt 
the Ground fhakc under her. As the Place on 
which her Feet were was full 6 Feet below the
